It beauty Is marred here and there along the line of
the creek with runde strustures In the sh 0 r-
mllie, which, under the circamstanees attending the
pure , ¢All be removed on a comparatively short
notice, The commission can afford to allow
these ungainly pilles of mortar and stone to
remain fer some time yot, and pay Its partion-
lar attention lmmedistely to what |8 not
only an eye-sore to the publle, but & dis-
grace to the city, on the lower banks of the
stream. None will gainsay that there should be
“stopping” places slong this magnificent drive, but
now that thie avenue is under the charge of the city,
her representatives should see that these places for
the resting of man and beast should be of that order
that no gentleman would hesitate an instant about
taking ?ﬁa wife within their portals. Unfortunately,
there {8 one at least at which no respectable gentle-
man wotld be willing te allow his wife to mingle
with the crowd that patroniges It. For & few years
back this institution

and-its proximity to the finest drive within the oity
Jimita has had the effect of compelling those who are
acoompanied by thelr fumilies to aveld that portion
of the Wissahlekon, which in ita grandeur of scenery
s not surpsssed by any other part of the famous
sirean, Sevoral years ago the old
LOG CARIN
was a famons resort for the first famlilies, and it has
been the scene of many a delightfol occasion. A
narrow foot bridge spanned the stream, and the
western bank, shaded by trees whose ages are not
known by the oldest inhabitant, :Iurlgg the latter
part of the hot summer days was occupled by sportive
children.
BUT NOW WMOW DIFFERENT |
From the old cabin a large and commodlions look«
ng establishment has sprung up, and instead of the
unpretentious proprietor who used to serve up cat-
peh and coffee, we now have an individoal who has
noguired a notoriety for maintaining one of the most
damaging institutions to the morals of the commu-
nity in and around Philadelphia, and we are happy
to state that the place has received the oMelal notice
of not only the park oMoials, but also of the Mayor,
Ipatead of the Innocent youth, we now have a crowd
of young men, some of whoin seem to be candldates
for the gallows. In the olden time there were two
wid bears which llmlpntronl used to take delight in
sreating to a bottle of “‘ginger-pop.” Now there is a
family of anpimals comprising monkoeys, wolves, and
buflalo, some caged and some loose, with nothing
but a chain to prevent them tearing to pleces the
visitor. The Boclety for the
PHEVENTION OF CRUELTY TO ANTMALS

will find here a buffalo with a huge ring through his
nose, which comes under the category of crueity to
animals, At times, the youngsiers who frequent
this locality annoy this anlmal and so enrage him
that the fearful planges which he makes, one wonld
think, would tear away the cartilage through which
the ring 18 placed, and if such an event did happen,
death would follow, The Old Log Cakin (s now the
resert of the worat classes of soclety, and on any
fine afternoon the visitor will be disgusted with the
moss beastly exhibitions. The villalnous compound
disgnised nnder the name of whisky 18 the princi-
pal ingredient disposed of, and it requires but n
swallow or two to show {ts effect upon the indulger,
As the sale of this staff has been prohibited at the
Belmont Mansion, In the new Park, why should it
not be at this particular Placu, where no lmit (s
placed upon the quantity sold to any individual?

It is said that this rendezvous has been engaged
for every afternoon and evening of the coming
summer by various associations, and to prevent the
revolting scenes that then the driving public will be
subjected to, demands the early attention of City
Coancile. An appropriation should be immediately
made by them so that the Park Commissioners can
take the necessary steps to rid our cltizens of this
pest-hole,

THESE GLORIOUS (!) OCCASIONS
are mot only confined 1o the week-day, but occur
on Sundays, and thus early in the season has the
day been disregarded by the tenants of the Old Log
Cabin. Numerous complaints have been made with
reference to the spot, and Captain Chasteau, of the
Park Guard, and Chief of Police Mulholland have
both been witnesses to the manner in which the
place is conducted.

Before arriving at the
spot and }uat as it came into sight, the ear was
galuted with a heavy thug, as though blacksmiths
were at work, and the repeated sharp cracks of a
rile, The cause of these noises s accounted for
as you drive nearer.  An upright frame to test the

the eye encompasses within a scope of a
couple hundred yards a cage contaloing dis-
gusting monkeys, a fox, a bear chained to atree,
and 4 bear 1n a cage, & mammoth bloodhound, three
buMaloes, a large dancing floor, the strength tester,
the shooting gallery, and an {mprovised lager-beer
gtand, All this in addition to the main establish-
ment, and all except the dancing-floor in full blast,
The majority of tie attendants are boys and girls
ranging from twelve to twenty years of age, and
the behavior of some of them would be suMelent
to shock the feelings of thelr parents, The elder
portion of the patrons are content for the time with
fmbing of the stimulants, but shortly they resort
to the boats on the stream, and whither they go is
only known to themselves. This place has been
justly denounced as a nulsance and curse upon the
morala of the city, and the sooner it {s gotrid of the
better.
